Value  Added  Tax  (VAT)  exemption, 
facilitate  U.S.  export  control  process  and  end  user  agreement 
requirements.  Addressees  are  requested  to  specifically 
advise  by  front  channel  message  on  whether  USNATO  can  join 
consensus,  (i.e.  not  break  silence),  on  the  SYG's  Strategic 
Airlift  Capability  (SAC)  Initiative  Adoption  of  the  NAMO
